6. (Currently Amended) A preventive or preventing 
recurrence or treating agent for digcotivc diooaoco that 
composition for gastritis ^ gastric ulcer or gastric cancer in 
which Helicobacter pylori participates, wherein comprising an 
effective ingredient amount of the agent io the 
proanthocyanidine as claimed in claim 3, and a pharmaceutical ly 
acceptable carrier or excipient . 

7. (Currently Amended) A neutralizing agent for 
vacuolating toxin that is produced by Helicobacter pylori, 
wherein comprising an effective ingredient amount of the agent 
ia the p roanthocyanidine as claimed in claim 1, and a 
pharmaceutical ly acceptable carrier or excipient . 

8. (Currently Amended) A neutralizing agent for 
vacuolating toxin that is produced by Helicobacter pylori, 
wherein comprising an effective ingredient amount of the agent 
io the p roanthocyanidine as claimed in claim 2, and a 
pharmaceutical ly acceptable carrier or excipient . 

9. (Currently Amended) A neutralizing agent for 
vacuolating toxin that is produced by HelicoJbacter pylori, 
wherein comprising an effective ingredient amount of the agent 
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io the p roanthocyanidine as claimed in claim 3, and a 
pharmaceutical ly acceptable carrier or excipient .

16. (New) A pharmaceutical composition for 
attenuating a vacuolating toxin produced by Helicobacter pylori, 
comprising an effective amount of 2-1000 mg of a 
proanthocyanidine originating in hop, hop bract or apple, and a 
pharmaceutically acceptable carrier or excipient. 

17. (New) A proanthocyanidine derived from immature 
apple fruit or hop bracts and having a property of being capable 
of attenuating a vacuolating toxin produced by Helicobacter 
pylori . 
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
